There is not a more potent power 

for the mental, moral and physical 
welfare of humanity than the mod- 
ern newspaper. And to no class or 
community is it of such incalculable 
value as to the deaf, deprived as 
they are from the benefits of the 
lecture platform, the pulpit and the 
everyday interchange of opinions. 
"Tell me what you read and I'll 
tell you what you are," is a maxim 
that holds as good now as it did 
fifty years ago. Pick up any large 
newspaper. You have a variety of 
reading, ranging from the latest to- 
pics of national and international 
importance, through recent achieve- 
ments in literature, art, drama, 
invention, industrial progress, trade 
and transportation, to the chronicles 
Of the spotting world, aud, last but 
not least, classified advertising, so 
arranged that one can instantly 
pounce on the very item of para- 
mount importance to him or her. 
There the great mercantile estab- 
lishments blazon their stock slaugh- 
tering announcements ; pictures of 
prominent personages and places 
bedeck the silent sheets, silent and 
vet sublimely eloquent with their 
irrevocable black and white. The 
news of the world is here displayed, 
-abbreviated, boiled-down, cram- 
med and crowded into the smallest 
possible space, a case of the maxi- 
mum of quality and the minimum of 
quantity. The typographical work 
involved in a single one-cent edition 
alone would more than till several 
volumes, such as retail at 
S per in the leading book stores. 

It is said that when the late Li ]

A good many of the deaf 
seem to expect something for no- 
thing. The same, in a lesser de- 
gree, may be said of all other deaf 
publications — a battle against tre- 
mendous odds — yet somehow they 
pull through. 

It can not be said that journalism is 
in its infancy. It cannot be claimed 
that typography is; still in its experi- 
mental stages — for the Chinese ran 
off a night extra long before Caesar 
led his victorious Olympic team 
into Britain. But as surely as the 
press of to-day surpasses that of 
twenty years ago, even so, by weary 
stages, newspaper work among the 
deaf is advancing to its proper 
plane.

$25,000 for the election of a hos- 
pital for the advanced eases of 
tuberculosis was appropriated by 
the Board of Supervisors of Hens 
solaor County at a meeting held in 

Troy on July 17th The Institu- 
tion will accommodate 68 patients 
and will be modern and up-to-date 
in every respect. 

The necessity for the election 
and maintenance of such an insti- 
tution was brought to the attention 
of the Hoard of Supervisors dm ing 
the :t 11 1 i tuberculosis campaign 
d 111 Troy by the State Chaii- 
Hes Aid Association last January 

The ageuta of this Association 
round that tuberculosis was alarm- 
ingly prevalent in that city and 
part tenia rly so among the poorer 

classes The municipal authorities 
were not dotae anything to cheek 
the ravages of the disease. The 
only instilulion that would admit 
persons alllieted with t uberenlosis, 
was tlu> county almshouse. Here 
upon investigation it was found 
there was DO hospital provision 
whatsoever made for these unfor- 
tunates, that segregation was Im- 
possible owing to the limited ac- 
commodations, and that those suf- 
fering from tuberculosis were ming- 
ling at will with the other inmates. 
These facts were brought lo the at- 
lenlion of the Board of Supervisors, 

who influenced by a strong public 

opinion, decided to build an insti- 
tution where the poor consumptives 
Of the county could receive the 
proper kind of food, shelter, care 
and treatment. 

Because Of the great prevalence 
of tins scourge among the masses 
and the too frequent impossibility 
of the tuberculous poor being oared 
for in their own homes under condi- 
tions affording safety to the other 
members of the household, and 
their inability to pay for their 
maintenance in hospitals and sana- 
toria, authorities upon matters of 
health and sanitation have come to 

recognise that a free bespit al 

foi the advanced eases of tuberculo- 
sis is fundamentally necessary to se- 
cure an effective control of the dis- 
ease). 
An institution of this character 

should and doubtless will be 1 

ed ultimately in every county of this 
State. In every county there aie 
Oases of tubeioolosis living in lodg- 
ing houses where there are no faci- 
lities for their care, and there are 

which are almost necessarily 
sources of danger to the other 
members of their family by 1 
of extraordinarily unfavorable sani- 
tary conditions, great poverty and 

rowdlng. Provision should be 
and must be made for these people, 
if not for a humane reason, then 
for a selfish one.

It is within 
our political rightfto ascertain, be- 
fore the election, the sentiment of 
either party in regard to our rights, 
and then instruct, the whole Amen 
can deaf to vole accordingly. In 
the Cleveland Blaine contest, New 
York was carried by a handful of 
votes, and the whole Union had to 
fall in line with that single State. 
That handful of votes might have 
been cast by deaf unites.

They 
are to remain the same as they aie 
to-day, and we desire only to make 
a union of them, not to diown them 
out.

absence of the term "State" im- 
plies his sympathy with the Tilden 
plan or not.

Over a hundred of the former 
pupils of Le Couteulx St. Mary's 
Institution for the Deaf attended 
the biennial reunion of its alumni. 
Iu the gathering were several of the 
school's first pupils. Looking over 
the registry of those present it was 
interesting to read that Martin

It is just fifty years since the insti 
lute received its first class of pupils. 
Previous lo that sisters from Si 
Louis, Mo., conducted a school for 
deal' mules in Buffalo, but for some 
reason gave up the charge and re 
turned to their own city, when the 
work fell to the capable hands of 
the Sisters of St. Joseph. 

No doubt the double attraction of 
the convention of the New Voik 
State Association of Deaf Mutes 
and the reunion at their own school 
brought many of the Institute's 
pupils to town, though dull times 
also kept more away. By a plea 
sant arrangement of the sisters, ac- 
commodations at the institute were 
made for entertaining the visiting 
alumni during the reunion. The 
celebration began on Sunday and 
continued until Wednesday even 
ing. Father Gilmoie saiig high 
m the institute chapel on Sun- 
day morning, and the balance of 
Hie day was spent in visiting wilh 
one another. And what a happy 
gathering it was of well-dressed, In- 
telligent men and women, many of 



greatest gifts to mankind, makes 
up for the loss in a royal measure, 
deaf-mutes are extraordinarily in- 
telligent-looking. Their faces «re 
alight with animation; there are no 
dull-eyed persons among them, 
while the constant use of hands and 
fingers permits no stiffness; on the 
contrary, it gives a pleasing touch of 
vivacity. A deaf-mute is never 
awkward on the platform; he never 
suffers from "stage fright," and 
the necessity of keepiug hands and 
eyes busy steadies his nerves. 
Fourthermore, he never has the 
mortification of noting that his 
eloquence falls upon idle ears; a 
doat-mule audience must necessari- 
ly follow intently, for a sign missed 
the thread of a discourse is lost. 

Mrs John O'Rourke, of the class 
of 1892, formerly Miss Mary Alice 
Carroll, presided over a program of 
informal speeches given in the as 
setnbly hall Sunday evening. The 
various "speakers" were heartily 
applauded, and frequent laughter 
of the audience showed that some 
of the addresses sparkled with wit. 
But once there came a touch of 
pathos. It was the cry of a child. 
Beside the little one sat its mother 
whose gaze was fixed upon the plat 
form and being unable to hear, did 
not notice the baby's cries. Against 
One of the side walls leaned the 
young father, smilingly following 
the address and with ears closed to 
his own child's voice. 

HAPPY FAMILY LIFE. 

" In my long experience with 
deaf mutes," said one of the oldest 
teachers, " I never knew of a se- 
paration of husband and wife, much 
less a divorce. Their affliction 
seems to shut them within a little 
World of love by themselves, and 
there, depending on each other for 
companionship, they grow in each 
other's affection and are helpmates 
after God's own heart." Anent the 
marriage of deal mutes an onlooker 
Sunday night could not but come 
to the consoling conclusion that 
such reunions as was held at Le 
Couteulx Institute this week, amidst 
the cheerful atmosphere of religion 
and education, will be a stroig off- 
set to mixed marriages amoug the 
silent people. And this same vener- 
able teacher whispered in my ear 
(though she might have shouted it 
across the hall) " that in the 
audience were more than one en- 
gaged people," and as she pointed 
them oat smiled, as Holy Mother 
Church smiles on the union of lov- 
ing hearts signed with the chrism 
of the sacraments.
